The First District Congressional Republican 
Convention was held yesterday at the head- 
quarters, corner of e and Clark streets.

PRELIMINARY. 

The Convention was called to order by Mr. 8. 
B. Sedgwick, who briefly explained its object and 
read over the list of delegates. 
Mr. James J. Wright, of DuPage, was elected 
temporary Chairman. In accepting the position 
he said it was unnecessary for him to make any 
speech. They all knew for what they had as- 
sembled, and the quickest way the business 
could be disposed of would be the most satis- 
factory. 
Mr. H. D. Ballard was appointed Secretary of 
the Convention. 

After some discussion as to its formation, the 
follawing Committee on Credentials was ap- 
pointed: Messrs. Storey, Turner, Grannis, 
Squiers, Tegtmeyer, Sedgwick, and Humphrey. 
On motion, Col. Thompson, of Hyde Park, 
was added to the Committee. 

While the Committee were out Col. Church 
was called on for a song. He responded with 
the Red, White, and Blue,“ the delegates 
joining heartily in the chorus. The Hon. James 


P. Root was next called for. He advanced to 
the platform to make a brief speech, but was 
ved with loud cries of “Song!” This 
turn of affairs rather s ered him. After 
trying his chest and head notes, he decided that 
an exhibition of his musical talent would be 
out of order, and therefore commented critically 
on the song which they had just heard. It was

THE THIRD CONGRESSIONAL. 

The Republicans of the Third Congres- 
sional District, embraging North Chicago, 
a number of the towns of Cook County, and 
the County of Lake, held their Convention 
yesterday, and, aftera warm but good-natured 
contest, nominated the Hon. Lorenz Bam 
raxo on the sixth ballot. Of the four prom- 
inent candidates before the Convention, Mr. 
E. C. Lau was undoubtedly the ablest so 
far as intellectual ability is concerned, 
though all are good men, and, had he been 
nominated and elected, would have been an 
admirable Representative. But in view of 
the fact that the district went Democratic 
two years ago, political availability was 
a point that could not be overlooked. 
The German-Americans of the Third 
District almost form a majority of the popu- 
lation, and certainly.one-half of the Repub- 
lican voters there are of German parentage. 
But Mr. Brentano, besides being a German, 
is an old and honored citizen, a man of 
scholarly attainments, and well acquainted 
with our system of Government, a true Re- 
publican, and a sincere reformer. 

The Germans of Cook County have never 
had a Congressman chosen from among their 
number, and, now that there are three to be 
elected, it is not too much to confer one of 
them on the left wing of the Republican 
party. There has been no German Repub- 
hean in Congress since CARL Schon left his 
seat in the Senate. The Democrats, how- 
ever, have returned one German from Texas, 
and there is no reason why the Illinois Re- 
publicans should not do as well. 

Mr, Brentano took a prominent part in 
the Revolution in 1848 in Germany, was 
President of Baden, anda prominent mem- 
ber of the Frankfort Parliament. During 
his long residence in America he has been 
editor of the Staats-Zeitung when it was 
true to the principles of the Republican par- 
ty, an influential member of the State Legis- 
lature, and President of the Board of Edu- 
cation. For several years he was Consul at 
the important City of Dresden. Thanks to 
his long and varied experience in this coun- 
try, he is an American in feelings and opin- 
ions, and will make a good member of Con- 
gress, for the Tildenites cannot put up any- 
body in the district who can beat him.

OHIO 

The apathy that existed in the Republican 
ranks in Ohio until a week ago inspired the 
Democrats with high hopes of carrying the 
State by a “still hunt.” They pretend to 
believe they will win the October election. 
They rest their hopes upon reported defec- 
tions among the Germans in Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, and Toledo, and two or three other 
towns, and they point to the narrow majori- 
ty of 5,500 that Ham got over A last 
fall on a very full vote. They have also be- 
lieved that the Republicans would continue 
to be comparatively careless, resting upon 
the idea that the State was perfectly safe for 
Hayes against Tr. Dau in November, no mat- 
ter how it might vote in October. But 
within the past ten days the Republican 
leaders have got it through their heads at 
last that the loss of their State ticket in Octo- 
ber might cost Harzs the electoral votes 
of New York, Wisconsin, and Indiana in No- 
vember, and. that they were periling every- 
thing by their laziness and indifference. 
They are at work now making up lost time. 

We feel morally confident that Ohio will be 
carried by the Republicans on the 10th of 
October if the leaders properly improve the 
next ten days as they should, and that, too, 
by a majority which will stun the Tildenites 
from Boston to Francisco. For the sake 
of avoiding disputes and contradictions, let 
us admit that in Cleveland, Toledo, aid a 
few other points, there are some Germans, 
who voted last year against Alu and in- 
flation who will in October support the T- 
DEN ticket, for the reason that Tors is not 
a greenbacker, but stands on a hard plat- 
form. Estimate this loss to the Republicans 
at any reasonable figures, and still the State 
will be carried for the Haves ticket.

It may be set down with almost absolute 
certainty that, as there is no greenback issue 
in Ohio this fall, the Republican farmers 
who voted for ALL will be found support- 
ing the Republican ticket on the 10th of 
October. Their antipathy to Tom is too 
strong to tolerate the idea for a moment of 
voting for him. The return of this class of 
voters to the Republican side of the fight 
will insure gains which will offset any possi- 
ble defections in a few cities manyfold, and 
produce a result that will knock the breath 
out of the Tildenites. 

WHAT TILDEN’S ELECTION MEANS. 

We gave yesterday some extracts from Mr. 
Buarne’s speech in Ohio, showing the prog- 
ress made by the present Democratic House 
of Congress in preparing the way for the 
payment of Southern claims. There had al- 
ways been a rule in force in both Houses 
that no claim should be received unless the 
applicant should offer evidence that he had 
not been in the Confederate service during 
the War. The Democratic House abolished 
that rule, and dispensed with any proof of 


loyalty, placing the Confederate soldier on 


an equality with the Union soldier. But Mr. 
Bam furnished a new and even more start- 
ling evidence of the purposes of the Demo- 
cratic policy of placing the people of the 
Confederate States on an equality, as to the 
recovery of damages for war losses, with the 
citizens of loyal States. 

During the War, Neat Dow, of Maine, 
commanding the Thirteenth Regiment of 


Maine Volunteers, was in Louisiana. While a 


detachment of the regiment was out forag- 
ing, they came upon a sugar plantation and 
seized some of the sugar. The owner ap- 
plied for payment, and Col. Dow said to him: 
I you are a loyal man, we will give you a 
receipt, and you will easily get your pay for 
it.” The sugar was used principally in the 
hospitals. The man refused to establish his 
loyalty, and after the War sued Dow ina 
Louisiana court and got judgment. The 
case was transfered to the United States 
Circuit Court at Portland, Maine, where it 
has been pending for several years. Some 
ten days ago it was decided. Judge Naruan 
Currrorp, one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, affirmed the judgment of the Louis- 
iana Court against Col. Dow, personally, for 
sugar seized by a foraging party of his 
regiment. The District Judge, Cuarx, re- 
fused to assent to such a judgment, and by 
so doing requires case to go to the 
Supreme Court of fie United States for a 
final hearing. Justice Oxrrronp is an old- 
line Democrat, coming down from the birth 
of the States-Rights party. He served in 
Congress about the time that Slavery as. 
sumed absolute control of the Democratic 
party. He was Attorney-General under 
Porx, and then Minister to Mexico, and, 
when the Bourbons got control under 
Bucuanan, he was made a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, where for nearly twenty 
years he has maintained his original De- 
mocracy intact. 

Here, however, we have a Democratic Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court giving judgment 
against an officer of the Union army, per- 
sonally, for private property taken by a for- 
aging party of troops while at war in the 
enemy's country. Is this to be the law 
hereafter? Is Gen. Suzrman to be person- 
ally responsible m the courts for all the 
property taken and destroyed by his army in 
its march to the sea? Is MoOzretzian to be 
compelled to pay personally for the fences 
burned, the corn taken, the land occupied, 
the crops destroyed, the mules, horses, hogs, 
and chickens taken by the army while in 
Virginia? Is Sunna to be compelled to 
pay for all the property taken and destroyed 
in the Valley of. Virginia? Are Hoon, 
Bonns, Rosecrans, Buet., Schorn, 
Banks, and Hancock to be compelled to pay 
personally for all the property taken and de- 
stroyed in the enemy’s country by the troops 
under their commands? Coming nearer 
home to Illinois, are the Democratic 
courts to decide our Democratic 
friends, Gens, Farnsworta, Paumer, Buacs, 
Cons, WALLAcn, Cameron, Lies, Sr, 
MoCrxnxaxp, and Cols.

Then some members of the Board 
of Trade complain that they have car-loads of 
wheat that were loaded or understood to be load- 
ed) several days ago of which they hear nothing, 
while others say that it has been of no use to ap- 
ply for wheat cars on the Northwestern or the Chi- 
cago & St. Paul Roads. Notafew of these com- 
plainers speak rather bitterly, dnd think that the 
railroad officials are to blame for not bringing the 
wheat in faster. There were even intimatione of a 
belief that parties who are controlling the deal 
in wheat here and in Milwaukee bave undue influ- 
ence with certain railroad anthorities, but there 
are never wanting suspicions and unfounded sur- 
mises of wrong-doing whenever the market turns 
against the mass of operators. It is certainly a 
great pity thatthe farmers have not been able to 
avail themselves to any considerable extent of the 
higher prices for this month, which will vanish to- 
morrow afternoon. 

It was stated yesterday that the present holders 
of the No. 2 wheat in Nutt's Elevator will deliyer 
ftouton contracts, having been legally advised 
that they have the right to do so, notwithstanding 
the regulations of the Board of Trade on the sub- 
ject. It was also understood that a considerable 
number of the September shorts have decided not 
to fill in at present prices, as they prefer to carry 
the matter before the Arbitration Committee and 
demand that the price shali be fixed upon the basis 
of what old wheat is worth to ship to the seaboard. 
Some Liverpool orders are limited as much as 14¢ 
below the market price of yesteiday.

ILLINOIS MUNICIPAL BONDS. 


Legal Significance ofa Vote for Their Issue 
—Opinien of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Wasninoton, Sept. 26.—In the case of the 
Town of Concord, III., plaintiff in error, against 
the Portsmouth Savi Bank, in error to the 
Circuit Court for the Northern District of Ili- 
nois, the United States Supreme has 
rendered the following decision: 

The bonds to which the coupons in suit were at- 
tached purport to have been made under legislative 
anthority given to the town officers by the act of 
March 7, 1867. Their recitals make direct refer- 
ence to that act by ite title, whichisset forth at 
length, with the averment that they were issued 
The ae | question, 

in reality 


under and by virtue of it. 
therefore, is whether that statute 
give to the Supervisor and Clerk of the town power 

execute deliver town bonds on the 9th day 
of October, 1871 (when the bonds were in fact is- 
sued), as an opp riation or donation to a railroad 
company. he first and second sections are the 
only ones to which reference need be made. 

By the first it was enacted that certain incorpo- 
rated towns and cities, and towns acting under the 
— Organization law (among which it is 
conceded the ‘Town of Concord was one), should 
be and were severally authorized to appropriate 
such sum of money as * might deem proper to 
the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes Railroad Com- 
pany, to aid in the construction of the road of 
said Company, to be paid to the — to as soon 
as the track of said road should have n located 
and constructed 8 eaid city, town, or 

o this was attached the 
Provided, that 
to appropriate moneys to said 
—— shall be first submitted toa vote of the 
legal voters of said respective — towns, 
or cities at a reguiar annual or spe meet- 
ing, by giving at least ten days’ notice thereof; and 
a vote shall be taken thereon by a ballot at the 
usual place of election; and, if the majority of 
votes cast shall be in favor of the appropriation, 
then the same shall be made, otherwise not. The 
second section empowered and red the au- 
thorities of said municipalities to levy and collect 
a tax, and make such provisions as might be neces- 
— for the prompt ay of the appropriation 
under the provisions of the law. 

The anthority given tothe Town of Concord by 
thie statute was not to subscribe to the stock of 
the railroad company, but to make an appropria- 
tion or donation in aid of the construction of the 
road; and even that donation was not permitted 
to be made until after the completion of the loca- 
— and construction of the road through the 


wn. 

It has been strenuously insisted during the argu- 
ment that the act conferred no — upon the 
town to make an appropriation or donation by the 
issuing of bonds or certificates of indebtedness. 
It is said other provision was made for the dona- 
tion, E y the levy and collection of a 
tax. e do not care, however, to discuss this 
matter, for in the view which we have of the case 
it is quite immaterial. A popular election having 
beeu held, and a majority of votes cast at the elec- 
tion having been in favor of the appropriation, 
it may be conceded that payment of the appro- 
— could lawfully have been made in town 

nds, instead of money, if the donation itseif 
was authorized. The real question is, whether the 
authority to make the donation existed when it 
was made. The act of the Legislature of 1867 
may have been authority for a donation at - 
time prior to July 2, 4870, and no authority at all 
afterward. And such we think it was. The popu- 
lar vote in favor of an 806 ropriation was on the 
20th of November, 1860, but it was not of itself 
an appropriation or donation, and the town was 
not authorized to make it until the railroad was 
located and constructed through the town. 

Before that time, and before any attempt ata 
donation or appropriation was made, the authority 
to make it was withdrawn. If no effect be at- 
tributed to the rescindiug vote of June 30, 1870, 
the new Constitution of the State, which came into 
operation on the 2d of July, 1870, annulled, we 
think, the „* of municipalities to make dona- 
tions to railroad companies. Under the new Con- 
stitution subscriptions can be made to the capital 
stock of railroad companies under certain circum- 
stances, but no donations can be made. After the 
date of this article, there having been at that time 
no donation, none could be made. There was no 
contract to be impaired before the donation, al- 
though there had been a vote in favor of it, for 
there was no consideration for the promise implied 
by the vote, the road not ha ng as yet been 
located through the town.
